South¬ 
west’s Meter is all metal—no cup leathers to swell and lock the 
meter.

If the meter in the S-12 becomes locked it can be entirely dis¬ 
assembled and replaced with the use of one common wrench and 
screw driver in 1 5 minutes’ time by any service station operator. 
It is unnecessary to remove meter from the pump. It is unneces¬ 
sary to recalibrate. 

Eliminates Priming If Underground Tank Becomes Empty 

The Southwest Pumping Unit has its suction and discharge open¬ 
ings so arranged as to allow a quantity of liquid to remain in the 
pumping unit. This insures a wet seal and makes the pump self- 
priming.
